I'cnt, annu ities, or royalties, and 
does not exceed $3,000. 
A new 
Form I'MOA has b een provided for 
taxpayers who are entitled to and 
elect to u se su ch method. 
A tab le 
on the reverse side of the form 
shows the am ou nt of tax on in­ 
creasing am ou nts of gross income 
after the proper allowance of $400 
for each dependent, if any. 
The tax 
u nder the simplified 
method is the sam e for each $25 
b lock of gross income and the ta x­ 
payer need only ascertain in which 
b lock his gross income (less allow­ 
ance for dependents) falls to de­ 
term ine his tax.

OII Meal For The Horses 
This is the tim e of the year to 
b egin 
feeding some linseed 
oil 
meal to horses. Give each horse 
ab ou t a tab lespoonfu l, once a day, 
with his grain feed, and you will 
redu ce you r veterinary b ills and 
the horses will w inter b etter. We 
u sed to always u se this on the 
I home farm, and a few weeks a f­ 
ter w’c b egan feeding it, the hair 
wou ld get smooth anti glossy, and 
you ’d see a sparkle in the eye and 
an 
alert movement, when 
you 
tu rned the horses ou t to water, 
that you do not see, when a horse 
has 
a slu ggish digestion, 
like 
they are apt to have, when the 
w eather su ddenly tu rns cold, and 
the pastu re is covered with snow 
•so that the green feed is su dden­ 
ly cu t off. 
T ry this addition of some oil 
mea! to the ration for you r horses, 
and you are su re to b e pleased 
with the resu lts. A little of It is 
also good In the slop for the stock 
hogs you are wintering; or for j 
adding to the protein su pplement 
in the self feeders. W e like to 
anti ab ou t 
a tab lespoonfu l 
to a 
b u cket of slop. If this is too laxa­ 
tive, 
redu ce it 
a little. 
You 'll 
have 
to b o 
the ju dge of 
the 
amou nt. 
If you are not feeding ensilage 
to you r dairy cows, it will pay 
you to add a little oil meal in the 
grain feed for them, too. T know’ 
of 
one very su ccessfu l 
farm er, 
who has a sack of oil meal and a 
sack 
of cotton-xeed meal, 
near 
where he keeps the grain ration. 
If a cow is a little slu ggish, he 
adds ab ou t a teaspoonfu l of oil 
meal to the grain ration, of som e­ 
times twice that am ou nt. 
If the ration is too laxative for 
some cow’ he adds a small hand 
fu ll of 
cottonseed meal, to 
her 
grain feed By doing this he pre­ 
vents trou b le, b efore it gets well 
started. 
If a ration is too constipating 
for a dairy cow, and it is not cor­ 
rected. you m ay have a seriou s 
case of im paction; and if it is too 
laxative 
for awhile, the 
anima! 
will lose weight; tend to get “Off 
Feed” ; and the milk flow will go 
down, and b e hard to get b ack 
du ring tha t lactation period. 
A U n it oil m eal is goodwill tb s 
ration for sheep, too, when t h e ’ 
grou nd is frozen and covered with 
snow as it Is, as this is b efhg 
written, 
It is a good plan to have a sack 
handy, if you are feeding some

cattle,

some stockers, ju st so as to cor­ 
rect the ration, if it u s too consti­ 
tu ting.

The Revenue Act of 1941 pro­ 
vides a simplified method of com­ 
puting income tax in the case of 
individuals whose gross Income is 
derived wholly from salary, wages, 
or other compensation for per­ 
sonal services, dividends, interest, 
rent, annuities, or royalties, and 
does not exceed $3,000. 
A new 
Form l'HOA has been provided for 
taxpayers who are entitled to and 
elect to use such method. 
A table 
on the reverse side of the form 
shows the am ount of tax on in­ 
creasing am ounts of gross income 
after the proper allowance of $400 
for each dependent, if any. 
The tax under the simplified 
method is the sam e for each $25 
block of gross income and th# ta x ­ 
payer need only ascertain in which 
block his gross income (less allow­ 
ance for dependents) falls to de­ 
term ine his tax. 
A flat reduction 
of IO percent has been made In 
arriving at the am ount of tax 
shown in the table for deductions 
such as charitable contributions 
and taxes paid, so th at the ta x ­ 
payer wfho uses this method doe* 
not list thew? but gets an auto­ 
m atic deduction of IO percent. 
Under the simplified method the 
status of a person on the last day 
of the taxable year is the govern­ 
ing factor in determ ining the ex­ 
emption level ($750 for single per­ 
sons 
and

person* 
not 
living with husband or wife. and 
$1,500 for m arried persons living 
together I as well as the credit for 
dependents. 
A husband and wife living to­ 
gether un the last day of the ta x ­ 
able year may file separate re­ 
turns on Form 1040A if the gross 
income of each la from the pre­ 
scribed sources and does not ex­ 
ceed $3,000, or they may file a 
single joint return on that form 
if their combined Income is from 
the prescribed sources and does 
not exceed $3,000.

4)11 Meal For The Horse* 
This is the time of the year to 
begin 
feeding some linseed 
oil 
meal to horses. Give each horse 
about a tablespoonful, once a day, 
with his grain feed, and you will 
reduce your veterinary bills and 
the horses will winter better. We 
used to always use this on the 
home farm, and a few’ weeks af­ 
ter we began feeding it. the hair 
would get smooth and glossy, and 
you’d see a sparkle in the eye and 
an 
alert movement, when 
you 
turned the horses out to water, 
that you do not see. when a horse 
has 
a sluggish digestion, 
like 
they are apt to have, when the 
w eather suddenly turns cold, and 
the pasture is covered with snow 
so that the green feed is sudden­ 
ly cut off. 
Try this addition of some oil 
meal to the ration for your horses, 
and you are sure to be pleased 
with the results. A little of It is 
also good In the slop for the stock 
hog* you are wintering; or for 
adding to the protein supplement 
in thp self feeders. We like to

where he keeps the grain ration. 
If a cow is a little sluggish, he 
add* about a teaspoonful of oil 
meal to the grain ration, of some­ 
times twice that amount. 
If the ration is too laxative for 
some cow he adds a small hand 
full of 
cottonseed meal, to 
her 
grain feed. By doing this he pre­ 
vents trouble, before it gets well 
started. 
If a ration is too constipating 
for a dairy cow, and it Is not cor­ 
rected. you may have a serious 
case of impaction; and lf it is too 
laxative 
for awhile, the 
anim al 
will lose weight; tend to get “Off 
Feed”; and the milk flow wfill go 
down, and be hard to get back 
during th at lactation period. 
A little oil meal is good*in the 
ration for sheep, too, when the 
ground is frozen and covered with 
snow ss it is, as this is befhg 
written. 
It is a good plan to have a sack 
handy, if you are feeding some

cattle, 
too, 
or 
wintering

Paratro o ps Hav e Very Few Casualties

WHEN we are y o ung, I suppo se 
we all feel tile urge to go to war.

I wo uld hav e tho ught that jump­ 
ing o ut o f an airplane in a para­ 
chute co uldn’t be a particularly 
healthy o ccupatio n, but I find to 
my surprise that the o ccupatio nal 
hazard is relativ ely small. 
Repo rt o f Medical Co rp# 
I get my info rmatio n fro m a re­ 
po rt by three lieutenants who are 
attached to the medical co rps o f 
the United States Army . Fro m 
August I, 1940, to August I, 1941, 
there hav e been 4,940 parachute 
jumps made in the gro up which 
they repo rted with a to tal o f 121 
injuries, o r 2.4%. Of these o nly 
32. o r less than 1%, were sev ere 
eno ugh fo r ho spital admissio n. 
The o nly o ne in which death o c­ 
curred is o ne in which the para­ 
chutist jumped at 750 feet and was 
killed when his main and emer­ 
gency chute failed to o pen co m­ 
pletely . J umping at this height 
has been disco ntinued o wing to the 
inadequate time allo wed fo r the 
parachutist to use his seco nd chute. 
The great majo rity o f injuries 
were v ery trifling, co nsisting o f 
co ntusio ns, bruises and sprains o f 
lesser degree. An av erage o f fiv e 
to six day s was all that was al­ 
lo wed fo r treatment. Of the 32 
sev ere injuries, mo st o f them were 
tractured bo nes o f o ne kind o r an­ 
o ther. 
Naturally bo nes o f the fo o t, an­ 
kle and leg suffered mo re than any 
o ther part o f the bo dy . These in­ 
juries o ccurred o f co urse during 
the last phase o f the jump o r at 
the time when the jumper made 
co ntact with the gro und. Many 
facto rs may cause accidents o f this 


kind such as cro ss winds, unco n­ 
tro lled o scillatio ns and irregular­ 
ity o f the gro und. 
Wind is the main hazard to the 
jumper. If the cro ss wind currents 
are stro ng, the increased o scilla­ 
tio n will cause the parachutist to 
strike the gro und unev enly . Un­ 
less bo th feet land o n the gro und 
at the same time, the hazard is 
distinctly greater. 
French Army Repo rt 
A repo rt fro m the French army , 
published in 1939, co v ered the sub­ 
ject quite co mpletely and is in 
agreement with the American ex­ 
periences. The French fo und that 
there were fo ur general kinds o f 
casualties: First, injuries which 
resulted in death; seco nd, injuries 
to the abdo men o r chest witho ut 
rupture o f any blo o d v essels; third, 
internal injuries with hemo rrhage 
and fo urth, fractures o f the lo wer 
extremities. 
Tho candidate fo r parachute 
wo rk is instructed in gro und train­ 
ing first, He first jumps fro m a 
platfo rm with lev els o f fo ur, six 
and elev en feet high and is taught 
the metho d o f landing in o rder to 
take up sho ck; he is instructed to 
land equally o n the balls o f the 
two feet so that the sho ck may be 
abso rbed partially . 
The o ther kind o f gro und in­ 
structio n is the to wer jump where 
the student is attached to a har­ 
ness with an o pen chute co ntro lled 
by cables and allo wed to fall two 
hundred and fifty feet and lands 
o n a rubber spring mattress. The 
o ther is kno wn as the free to wer 
jump in which the rider is ho isted 
to an elev ated to wer o f two hun­ 
dred and fifty feet in an o pen chute 
and then dro pped. This exactly 
simulates a parachute jump.

Merry-Go-Round

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DIVIDED RESPONSIBILITY

port is the all-important question of re- 


sponsibil tv between the Army and Navy. 
The mistakes already m ade cannot 
be I 


remedied now. 
But w hat can be remedied is the pres- j 


ent cumbersome system of divided resp o n -J 


sibilitv between the Army and Navy. T h a t 


must be remedied if we are to avoid the 
errors of the British when their planes fail­ 


ed to coordinate with land forces in N or­ 


way and Crete. 
This divided responsibility is an old, 


old dispute going back for years, and is 


one of the reasons advanced by those who 


favor a separate Air Corps. 
To illustrate the vital importance of 


this question, here are some of the fu n d a ­ 
mental facts regarding the 
defense 
of 
Pearl Harbof* which basically must have 
contributed to the debacle of December 7. 


The joint Army and Navy Board h ad I 
ruled that the Navy was responsible for 
patrolling the ocean off Pearl Harbor, and 
for th a t m atter off the coasts of the Unit­ 
ed States and its possessions. 
Originally 
this had been the Army’s job, 
but after 
many years of debate, dating back to the 
Hoover Administration, the decision w as | 
finally given in favor of the Navy's air 
forces. 
Furthermore, the ruling of the Joint 
Army-Navy Board was that if the Navy 
was not able to cope with an approaching 
enemy, it was to notify the Army. 
And 
only after a huddle with the Navy, the air­ 
planes of the Army Air Corps were to go 
into action. 
Thus, although General Short has now 
been removed from 
the 
Hawaiian com­ 
mand partly because his anti-aircraft guns 
were so slow in getting into action, the 
fact is that it was not his prerogative to 
fire until notified by the Navy. 


WAR-TIME FOOLISHNESS 
C O M E silliness is to be expected in war- 
& 
time. 
The prize example, perhaps, is 
found in the protests, made iii some cities, 
against the performance of Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s famous operetta, “The Mikado” . 
The objectors apparently know only 
th a t this has a Japanese theme. W hat they 
do not know is that it satirizes the J a p ­ 
anese ruler, who occupies, in the minds 
of his subjects, a sacred position. 
To de­ 
pict the Mikado humorously on the stage, 
as Gilbert and Sullivan do, is blasphemy 
to a Japanese. 
It is ridiculous, therefore, to resent the 
performance of a play which, of all pieces 
of English literature, is likely to be the 
most offensive to the Japs. 


NO DEFENSE AGAINST BLITZ 
This was a system based upon the more 
leisurely methods of old-fashioned w ar­ 
fare, and would seem blissfully to ignore 
the long-established Hitler-Japanese tech­ 
nique of the surprise blitz. 
Moreover, the Navy, in figuring on its 
defense of Hawaii, based its calculations 
on a Japanese attack by battle-fleet. 
The 
Navy had the backbone of its fleet, includ­ 
ing some of its best battleships, concen­ 
trated at Pearl Harbor for such an attack. 
And it ruled out the idea that an airplane 
carrier could steam at 30 knots all night, 
and get close enough so that its planes, un­ 
leashed two hours before daw n, could take 
Pearl H arbor by surprise. 
Ordinarily, Navy 
patrol 
planes flew* 
only about 1,000 miles out to sea from 
Pearl Harbor. 
But 
an 
airplane 
carrier 
steaming twelve 
hours 
under 
cover of 
darkness, could make 360 miles; while its 
planes, flying 800 miles an hour, could 
make 600 miles in two hours or a total 
of 960 miles. 
Thus an airplane carrier 
could lurk on the outskirts of the Navy

Paratroops Have Very Few C asualities 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
WHEN we are young, I suppose 
we all feel the urge to go to war.

out of an airplane attached to 
nothing but a parachute. How they 
ever get up the nerve to do it is 
more than I can understand. 
I would have thought that jum p­ 
ing out of an airplane in a p ara­ 
chute couldn’t be a particularly 
healthy occupation, but I find to 
my surprise th at the occupational 
hazard is relatively small. 
Report of Medical Corp# 
I get my information from a re­ 
port by three lieutenants who are 
attached to the medical corps of 
the United S tates Army. From 
August 1,1940, to August I, 1941, 
there have been 4,940 parachute 
jumps made in the group which 
they reported with a total of 121 
injuries, or 2.4%. Of these only 
32. or less than 1%, were severe 
enough for hospital admission. 
The only ©ne in which death oc­ 
curred is one in which the p ara­ 
chutist jumped a t 760 feet and was 
killed when his main and emer­ 
gency chute failed to open com­ 
pletely. Jum ping at this height 
has been discontinued owing to the 
inadequate time allowed for the 
parachutist to use his second chute. 
The great m ajority of injuries 
were very trifling, consisting of 
contusions, bruises and sprains of 
lesser degree. An average of five 
to six days was all that was al­ 
lowed for treatm ent. Of the 32 
severe injuries, most of them were 
fractured bones of one kind or a n ­ 
other. 
Naturally bones of the foot, an­ 
kle and leg suffered more than any 
other part of the body. These in­ 
juries occurred of course during 
the last phase of the jump or at 
the time when the jum per made 
contact with the ground. Many 
factors may cause accidents of this 


kind such as erose winds, uncon­ 
trolled oscillations and irregular­ 
ity of the ground. 
Wind is the main hazard to the 
jumper. If the cross wind currents 
are strong, the increased oscilla­ 
tion will cause the parachutist to 
strike the ground unevenly. Un­ 
less both feet land on the ground 
a t the same time, the hazard is 
distinctly greater. 
French Army Report 
A report from the French army, 
published in 1939, covered the sub­ 
ject quite completely and is in 
agreement with the American ex­ 
perience*. The French found that 
there were four general kinds of 
casualties: F irst, injuries which 
resulted in death; second, injuries 
to the abdomen or chest without 
rupture of any blood vessels; third, 
internal injuries with hemorrhige 
and fourth, fractures of the lower 
extremities. 
The candidate for parachute 
work is instructed in ground train ­ 
ing first. He first jump* from a 
platform with levels of four, six 
and eleven feet high and is taught 
the method of landing in order to 
take up shock; he is instructed to 
land equally on the balls of the 
two feet so th a t the shock may be 
absorbed partially. 
The other kind of ground in­ 
struction is the tower jump where 
the student is attached to a har­ 
ness with an open chute controlled 
by cables and allowed to fall two 
hundred and fifty feet and lands 
on a rubber spring m attress. The 
other is known as the free tower 
jump in which the rider is hoisted 
to an elevated tower of two hun­ 
dred and fifty feet in an open chute 
and then dropped. This exactly 
simulates a parachute jump.

In this case H itler w as to m ake 
his form al visit to P aris som e ! 
days later, w*hen the N azi propa- J 
g a n ja m achine intended to go to j 
w’ork and m ake the m ost of it. 
On this day, the Fuehrer had come 
in his own rig h t and on a pil­ 
grim age dear to hts h eart, 
lf he 
saw us. he probably w as not very 
pleased but there are tim es w hen j 
a spark of the hum an th in g re- j 
kindles in his breast and he g e ts ! 
alm ost broad-m inded. 
We stood opposite the tom b and 
w aited, keenly w atching th e Nazi I 
d ictator in the fading light of day. I 
He was lost in thought, w ith th a t I 
faraw ay expression again creep­ 
ing over his face. 
He folded his 
arm -! and m urm ured som ething we 
could not hear; his lips moved, as 
if talking to him self, and once or i 
twice he .shook his head. 
Then he 
cam e out of the tran ce as sudden- 1 
ly as it had begun and he leaned 
forw ard on the b alustrade to sta re 
more fixedly into the pit. 
"Napoleon, mein lieber, they 
have made a bad m istake," the 
guttural voice of the Fuehrer 
said suddenly out of the void. 
It startled me, standing there 
across from a live warlord and 
above a dead emperor. 
What 
was he talking about? 
He had 
sounded a hit cynical and slight­ 
ly amused, or was I m istaken. 
He was turning to his press 
chief Otto Dietrich, to tap him 
on the arm. 
(kit he was talking 
to all before him. 
“Ja, it is a big m istak e they 
have m ade," H itler repeated and 
pointed into the pit. 
“They have put him down into 
a hole. 
People m u st look down 3t 
a coffin far below* them . 
T heir 
eyes cannot com e close and really 
g rasp w hat they are looking for. 
“T hey should look up a t N apo­ 
leon, feeling sm all by th e very 
size of the m onum ent of sarcopha­ 
gus above th eir heads. You do not 
im p re st people if you w alk in a 
stre e t and they are on top of a 
building. T hey m ust look at som e­ 
thing above them ; you m ust be 
the stag e and the center of a ttra c ­ 
tion above th e level of all eyes. 
Then the m ind reaches o u t and 
fastens itself on the object or the 
person, 
“It is all a m a tte r of com m on 
psychology; the effect of N apo­ 
leon and his hold on th e nation 
w’ould have been m uch gi e a te r if 
people could com e and actually 
touch the stone he sleeps in by 
reaching th e ir arm up and per­ 
haps by stan d in g on tiptoe. 
"Thin way,

that the thousands who have 
conic here before me look into 
their guide book and go away 
without 
remembering 
more 
about it than about the next 
place. 
Their minds failed to 
grasp the greatness of Napoleon 
and

after death of keeping alive the 
spirit and tradition of a great 
e|Mn*h." 
Hitler 
began 
to walk 
slowly 
around 
the 
balustrade, 
pausing 
once more at the glass door lead­ 
ing into the church with its ta t­ 
t l e d flags of Napoleon’s war in 
Europe, to look alm ost carelessly 
into the pit from the opposite side 
of whore he had stood before. 
I 
could not help but feel that a sort 
of disdain had replaced the man's 
former intentness. 
"I shall never make such a 
mistake," Hitler said suddenly. 
“I know how to keep my hold 
oil people after I have passed 
on. 
I shall be the Fuehrer they 
look up at. and go home to talk 
of and remember. 
Aly life shall 
not end in the mere form of 
death. 
It will, on the contrary, 
begin then.”
